The houses are all low, one-storied adobe 
buildings, and the town stretches for a lon, 
distance up and down the river. The lan 
is here extensively cultivated. Frult trees 
of different kinds were in blossom, ——— 
were growing in profasion, and the Mexicans 
were everywhere busy trimming up their 
vines and preparing the ground for different 
crops. Alf this shows what may be done on 
the American side of the river, and Ameri- 
cans are not slow in taking the hint. The 
Mexicans mere do a great business, ralsin, 
grapes and making wine, for which they ge 
good prices. I saw a Mexican who told me 
that Inst year he made 3,500 gallons of wine, 
and he Ands a market for all he makes in 
Chihuahua, retailing it at $2.50 per gallon!

Universallsm—Unitarianism-Spiritualism. 


Early in the century John Murray, the 
apostle and ploncer of Universalism in this 
“country, was tossed on the beach of Long 
Island from a wrecked vessel in which he 
bad embarked at London. A farmer near at 
hand found him, and knew him at once as 
the man he had seen in a wonderfal dream, 
‘and for whom, Prompted by that vision, he 
had ballt a church in which the coming man 
should preach “ the love of God sufficient to 
save all mankind.” 

John Murray he knew as the man, and In 
that church started the Universalist move- 
ment—a light and blessing to many weary 
and waiting souls. That great movement 
had its origin in a spiritual vision. It bas 
done a good and needed work. To-day it has 
s conservative and radical wing, as have 
most religions bodies. A Universalist editor 
now in active service, hia leading 
duty and aim to be the holding and preserv- 
Ing of “the historic faith,” to which ‘he 
wants no added wealth. He represents the 
conservative side. In politics a “ Bourbon 
has been vvittily defined as “a man who 
learns nothing and forgets nothing.” This 
editor may pass fora Universalist Bourbon.

In 1837, Theodore Parker preached a great 
sermon on “ The Transient and Permanent in 
Christianity,” at the ordination of Rey. Mr 
Shackelford, Unitarian, at Lexington, Mass., 
and took frank ground against an infallible 
Bible or a miraculous Jesus. Both these men 
were marked as blàck sheep, tabooed and per- 
secuted by most of the Unitartan clergy. Only 
brave John Pierpont (the veteran Spiritual- 
Ist) and three others would exchange poipita 
with Parker, This year a western Unitarian 
preacher, Rev. Mr. Forbush of Detroit, gave 
an able talk on historic and modern Unitari- 
anism, in which he said that those famed dis- 
courses of Emerson and Parker were coruer- 
stones of the denomination to-day. The 
Christian Register in Boston ang Unity in 
Chicago, Upitarian journals, are. frankly 
committed In favor of the Bible as a book val- 
uable but not infallible, and of “the man 
Christ Jesus,” not the superhuman and ml - 
raculous Christ. 

As to Spiritualism and Bible interpretation, 
they are in the fog, while there are many 
Spiritualists among them. The trances and 
visions of the Testaments puzzle them sore- 
ly, and they slide over them in a way quite 
absurd to the Spiritualist. There is more 
solid sense, critical judgment and rational 
light in Dr. Eugeno Crowell's two volumes on 
“ The Identity of Primitive Christianity, and 
Modern Spiritualism” than in all the Bible 


criticisms and interpretations of Unitarian- 


scholars for the last twenty years. 

Truth wins slowly but surely, The able 
and fair Easter Sunday sermon of Rey. Mr. 
Savngo of Boston, in which he treats the great 
spiritual movement as a power in modern 
thought, not to be Ignored or slighted, is sig- 
nificant, It has taken the Uditarlan denom- 
ination, some forty years të accept Emerson 
and Parker—stones which their chief bulld- 
ers then rejected--as corner stones of Unita- 
rianism.

Chinese Medica} Treatment. 


A fow statements, which we gather from 
an article in Nature, shows that the Chinese 
are not such ignoramuses in medicine as 
they have generally n supposed to be. A 
natisa, public wrifér claims that a skilifal 
Chinese physician can cure such diseases as 
Imbecillty, fits, cholera, etc. Very extraor- 
dinary cures are attributed to acupuncture. 
It is first performed in the hollow of the ol 
bow of each arm. It tho puncture: draws 
blood there is no danger, but if no blood ap- 
Pears the case is regarded as very grave. But 
before abandoning the sufferer, puncture of 
the abdomen is tried. Selzing a handfal of 
flesh, the operator drives the needle right 
through it, and then draws it backward’ and 
forward a fow times, If the patient mani- 
fests any sense of pain, or if any blood is 
drawn, a poultice of eggs and buckwheat- 
flour is applled over the puncture, and recoy- 
ery is regarded as almost-certain; but if no 
pain is felt and no blood flows the case is de- 
clared hopeless, and the sufferer is left to dio, 
The case is also quoted of a young Chinese 
educated abroad, who was attacked with 
cholera; his extremities became cold, and 
cramp set in a somewhat alarming manner,

Overland and Return 


As one glides along over the Mexican Cen- 
tral railroad to-day from El Paso del Norte 
to the city of Mexico, in sixty or sevent 
hours, he avoids all the hardships of travel, 
but loses all the romance of Mexican life na 
itis. Twenty-five days from Chihoahug to 
the capital city has always been regarded as 
as y trip hitherto, By public dilligence 
the journey used to be made in somewhat less 
time. The well-to-do usually went by private 

nveyances, but the — 2 mode of travel 
was by mule trains, such as I have been de- 
scribing. These trains make periodical tripa, 
taking produce of different sorts to market, 
and bringing back such merchandise as mer- 
chants require for their trade, and when peo- 
ple desired to go to the Southern country they 
sought i el on these trains. They were 
slow but sure, and cheap. This journal serves 
only to show the method of travel as practic- 
ed vr time immemorial up to the comple- 
tion of the rallroad, and we now p 
finish the description of our overland trip: . 

ELEVENTH Day.—All night long we were 
pounded and jolted over the terrible roads, 
and it ve pe noon when we reached the 
hacienda Of Pedrisena. 
ful and the train 2 balk-a mile away 
from the water. We been without this 
necessary fluid for many long hours, and both 
men and boasts were parched with thirst. 
The mules knew where the water was, for 
thoy had been there before, and as soon asro- 
leased from their tacklings made a bee-line 
for the water tanks. We followed close after 
them and found that all the water used on 
the hacienda was drawn from a deep well by 
mule power. An adobe building covered the 
Well, and on entering it we found it so cool 
that we passed the remainder of the day there- 
in, Pedrisens isan hacienda in a greatly 
delapidated condition. Immense walls and 
arches show that it wad of some importance 
half a century ago, when silver in vast qnau- 
titles was here produced from ores obtained 
in the immediate vicinity. A son of the for- 
mer proprietor still resides here, who ls over 
seventy years of ‘Be Ho ts thriftiess and in 
a beastly state of intoxication more than half 
of the time, from the freo use of the execra- 
ble liquors of the country. Some Americans 
were negotiating to get possession of tho 

lace, but with whiat success I have never 
earned, From all we could learn it would 
lug inv ent. A young Mexi- 
derable \intelligence was in 
charge of the water works which once sup- 
plied the needs of the reduction plant, but 
which now furnish water for passing trav- 
elers and for domestle pu to the few 
hundred inhabitants of thë place. Nor is it 
furnished free—every drop that is used has 
to be paid for. Our Mexican looked up a wom- 
an who prepared us a meal of beans, tortillas 
and stale meat, with poor bread and coffee, 
and although we were half famished for 
nourishment, we had no relish for the fare. 
I soffered with a headache all day. Cold, 
heat, hunger. dirt and a good deal of ete., 
were doing thelr work on us, Weary and 
worn wo retired early. The Ingots were al- 
ways cool, and we slept well. — 
WELYTH Dar. - We were early on fife rdad

The owner of the estate 
lives in the City of Mexico. He Is having 
built for himself a very fine house of stone, 
and when it and the rait road are completed, 
he will spend more of his time here, whereas 
he now comes poly once in a yenr or two.
